In its report of the adjournment 
on Wednesday, Tass said nothing of 
the verdict to be rendered and 
neglected to point out that the col- 
legium of one professional judge and 
two lay jurors had to find the de- 
fendants guilty before passing sen- 
tence. 

A Tass commentary sald yester- 
day the trial had been used to justify 
“a new round of anti-Soviet fuss.” 
"Zionist slanderers,” not being in a 
position to refute the fact of the 
crime, are raising a fuss over “the 
Jewish question in the U.S.S.R. which 
they themselves have fabricated, at- 
tempting to represent the affair as 
if a Soviet court is judging people 
for their nationality," it added.

“true” peace. What is “true” peace 
as distinct from peace, aa the 
term is ordinarily used? There is 
& difference. 

Peace, unquallfled by the word 
true, Ils a state of relations be- 
tween two, or more, countries, 
which agree that peace δου pre- 
vail between them; that is, they 
undertake aot to attack each other 
by the use of force, not to violate 
each other's ‘boundaries and ge- 
nerally not to interfere with each 
other'a security. To achieve this 
peace, the states concerned need 
only make a declaration of such 
intention in a written agreement. 

It has even been publicly stated 
by our Foreign Minister that there 
san be a peace ent with- 
out establishing diplomatic rela- 
tions, or even trade relations, be- 
tween the states which are parties 
to the peace agreement. The situa~ 
tion then envisaged clearly does not 
contemplate the existence of guod- 
will between the states, or common 
feelings of fri 
ness to Live together in their re- 
gion, to cooperate and extend 


mutual help. It is in effect nothing ἢ 
more than a formal consent to put ἢ 


an end to an existing state of bel- 
ligerency and to an avowed 

to attack each other at will and to 
renew the Yighting between them, 

"When one uses the term “true” 
peace one means that there will be 
am end to the feelings of mutual 
enmity of the peoples of the two 
states concerned, thst they will 
live in amity and good-will, that 
they will restore diplomatic rela- 
tions, will trade with each other 
and will desire ta cooperate and 
help each other in all fields of 
endeavour, and will In fact do 50. 

“True” peace is not merely a 
formal decision not to attack one 
another any more. ΣῈ is the crea- 
tien of a new frame of mind, a 
change of feelings in one’s heart, 
a decision to bury the hatchet, to 
turn over a new leaf in the rela- 
tions between the two states and in, 
the attitudes of their peoples ἴὸ- 
wards each other. 

“True” peace is not achievable 
either by signing a peace agree- 
ment or, overnight, only as a re- 
sult of the agreement being signed. 
One can exchange Sharm e-Sheikh 
for what is called a peace agree- 
ment by signing the document and 
withdrawing one's troops. But how 
can one attain the objective of 
“true” peate in exchange for giv- 
ing up Sharm e-Sheikh? You can 
give up Sharm e-Shelkh and with-

‘MM el-F'ahm, 80 kilometres north- 
east of Hadera, at the far end 
of Wadi Ara, is today a thriving 
town of 12,000, and its population is 
growing fast. Living standards are 
rising even faster, In 1964, the town 
bad 8,500 inhabitants 41 per cent 
fewer than now, living in 2,100 
rooms. Last year the number of room 
was upto 3,600, 71.4 per cent more. 
In Turkish times, the villagers of 
Umm el-Fahm made their living 
converting wood into charcoal, chop- 
ping down the few trees left in 
Samaria, and earning thelr place 
its mame while means mother or 
source, of coal. Since 1949, when the 
Israel-Jordan Armistice Agreement 
pur the viage into Israel territary, 
ita occupational structure has ane 
tically changed. Only 10 per cent 
today are fellaheen or sheepbreed- 
ers; as many are tradesmen and 
shopkeepers, and 80 per cent are 
employed in industry and services 

between Tel Aviv and Hadera. ἢ 


But when {it comes ta public ai- 
ministration, Umm el-Fahm is not 
yet in the 20th century. The State 
Comptroller, whose officials went, 
there to see for themselves, has 
written a report that is not very 
flattering. Truce, he notes: "an inc- 
teased effort has been apparent in 
recent years In development. espec- 
jally in school building and in linking 
the town tothe national power prid. 
The water ‘supply system too was 
expanded and streets were paved. 
But he goes on. “However, the Local 
Council haz not done enough in 
Providing services, and foremost Is 
the low level of the sanitary servi- 
ces andof street maintenance...” 


Considering the rate of building, 
the obvious prosperity and size of 
the pepulaticn, it is almost frighten- 
ing to read that, in 1969/70, all 
that the Council spent on all ser- 
vices together was a mere 143,400, 
about 10 per cent of the town's or- 
dinary budget. Last A the 
Council, prodded by the State Compt- 
roller’s criticism, had a survey 
made of the sanitation of 350 houses, 
a fifth of the total. "Forty per cent 
of the houses showed a low stand- 
ard o2 sanitation, lacked sewage 
pits and lavatories. Another 40 per 
cent had these, but not in a proper 
state of maintenance. Only 20 per 
cent of the houses had adequate 
sanitation, The survey also showed 
that 95 per cent of the houseowners 
did not keep a garbage bin in or 
near their courtyards. This made 
garbage collection difficult and pollu- 
ted the environment. In the wake of 
an information drive by the local 
council] and the Health Ministry 
last September and October, 300 
residents bought garbage bins..." 


Nor are sewage and garbage dis- 
posal the only things wrong. Last 
July a sanitary imspector check- 
ed 95 shops selling mainly food, and 


formd that only 28 of them complied . 


with Health Ministry regulations. 
Sixteen butcher shops sell meat un- 
touched and unchecked by veterina- 
rians, At each of them, animals are 
slaughtered and the use of a central 
slaughterhouse is spurned. Consi-

gard the town's sub-standard sani- 
tation as a potentlal source of infec- 
tious diseases that can easily spread 
throughout the coastal area. 


After reading about such ἃ state 
of affalrs In a town of 12,000 no- 
body will be surprised to learn that 
the Lacal Council has allocated in 
seven years only IL27,000 on main- 
taining its streets and then spent 
it instead mainly on laying new 
ones, letting the old ones go to ruin; 
or that an engineer's survey in Feb- 
ruary, 1969, condemned 20 strue- 
tures, that the Local Council deman- 
ded from the owners to pull them 
down because of their danger to the 
Dublic. “The Council aid sot follow 
up whether the demoltion orders 
‘were carried out and the files contain 
no details on whether the danger 
has been removed.” 


Children neglected 

Nearly 3,000 children of school 
age are not getting the services that 
almost every child elsewhere in Is- 
rael is getting from his local coun- 
cil; medical examinations to prevent 
infectious diseases, a card indexon 
his state of health; and checks on 
matters of hygiene of body and 
mind. This year still, half the pupils 
attend classes in hired buildings 
that do not accor¢ with minimum 
standards, 


The town has five mosques to 
serve the population's religious needs 
and three cemeteries. Three years 
ago the Ministry for Religious Affairs 
gave Umm el-Fahm IL15,000 for 
fencing the cemeteries in. Only half 
the amount was spent last yearon 
8. fence around one cemetery. Ofa 
sum of IL2,000 on the maintenance 
of the mosques nothing was spent ln 
1968, and a year later only TL290. 
Only last December the Council be- 
stirred Itself to find out what kind 
of maintenance work the mosques 
required, 

The Council's performance in ad- 
ministration and financial mranage- 
ment is not much better. The Compt- 
roller charges that some of his stric- 
tures in a previous report were not 
acted on. No wonder. Right at the 
beginning of his report he states 
that “in March, 1970 the Council 
employed 14 persons, five in admi- 
nistration and nine in services elght 
of these on a part-time basis.” He 
ends his report with the obsenvation 
that “the staff of the Council is very 
small and needs strengthening to 
enable itto improve financial mana- 
gement and services.”

Δ suis. jy reste" — until it 
became known that he was to be 
the next Secretary-General of Nato 
it looked as if the saying could be 
applied to Dr. Luns’ tenure of the 
Dutch Forelgn Ministry. For he has 
held that post without a break for 
19 years — surely an all-time re- 
cord for any Foreign Minister. 

True, the Catholic People's Party 
to which ‘Dr, Luns belongs has rare- 
ly been out of office since before 
the First World War. Nevertheless 
only a man admirably equipped for 
the job of Foreign Minister could 
have held it unchallenged for so 
long. 

Dr. Luns has all the requirements. 
From French ancestry he has inhe- 
rited a string of French first 
names; Joseph Marie Antoine Hu- 
bert, His father, a bohemian artist- 
professor, actually served with the 
French army in the First World 
War, during which Holland . was 
neutral. 

Young Joseph, the second of six 
children, was educated in Holland, 
Berlin and London and in addition 
to his native Dutch he is fluent 
in French, German and English. 

But that’s not his only recom- 
mendation for the Nato post. At the 
many Common Market meetings I 
have reported in my time it was 
always to Dr. Luns that we cor- 
respondents turned when we wanted 
to get a clear account of what 
was going on, and invariably we 
got it.

TEL AVIV.— Arye Lionel Peytan, 
the Government press official who

in his resignation after 22 years 
of service. Mr. Peytan, considered 
by the press corps as something 
of an international institution, has 
apparently given up after serving 
under the Foreign Ministry since 
April of last year. 

Mr. Peytan's resignation was pre- 


ceded by that of Dr Meron Medzin!,” 


of the Jerusalem bureau of the 
Government Press Office, for appa- 
reatly the same reasons — “their 
job disappeared," to quote one 
source. Three Foreign Ministry offi- 
dials are today engaged on Dr. 
Medzini's job, Ministry sources let 
out yesterday. 

One reason given for Mr. Peytan's 
decision was that in the year 
since his post came under the 
Foreign Ministry, he felt that none 
of its responsible officials ever 
took an interest in his work nor 
had even bothered to brief him. 
Tt was learned yesterday that Mr. 
Peytan had an appointment with 
Foreign Minister Abba ἘΠ᾿ ἢ for to- 
day. 

Mr. Peytan was for many years 
deputy to Mr. David Landor, direc- 
tor of the Government Press Office, 
and assigned to handle the foreign 
ress. When the Foreign Minister 
persuaded the Premier to drop her 
idea of setting up a special in- 
formation Ministry, it was decided 
to split up the Government Press 
Office (which comes under the 
Prime Minister's Office} into two 
rections, with the Foreign Corres- 
pondents’ Division being incorpo- 
rated into the Foreign Ministry. 
(The local press comes under the 
jurisdiction of Education Minister 
Yigal Allon.) Mr. Peytan was then 
reportedly downgraded to a Haison 
officer. 

The sharpest test of the new 
arrangement occurred during the 
visit of Secretary of State William 
rs.

_ Nazi officer Lages dies

ΤΕΒ notorious Willy Lages, the 

German $.D. officer who, as 
head of the Deportation, Office for 
Jews in Amsterdam during the Ger- 
man occupation of Holland from 
1941 to 1945 was responsible for 
the deportation of over 70,000 Jews, 
bas died of a cerebal tumour in 


hig native Braunlage, in the Harz 
mountains of West Germany. He 
was 69. 

Lages had been found guilty, 
not only of the responsibility for 
the deportation of 70,000 Jews, but 
also of 372 murders of Dutch non- 
Jews, promising prizes for the be- 
trayal and arrest of Jews, arson, 
robbery, and horrifying ill-treat- 
ment of prisoners. 

‘He was sentenced to death by a 
Dutch Special Tribunal in 1949, but 
appealed for mercy. No reply was 
ever received to this appeal but 
dn 1952, in view of the fact that 
he had been left so long in doubt, 
his death sentence was commuted 
to a life term. Together with three 
other German war inelud- 
ing bis second-in-commend in Am- 
sterdam, Aus der Fuenten, he re- 
mained in Breda Prison long after 
all other war criminals in Folland, 
both Dutch and German nationals, 
had been released. ἢ

on compassionte grounds to return 
to his native town for three months 
since according to authoritative 
medical reports Lages, who was 
very seriously ill, had only a few 
weeks to live. But after two ope- 
rations, he made a partial recovery 
but then refused to return to pri- 
son in Holland 


The other three German war cri- 
minals, Aus der Fuenten, Fischer 
and Kotilla, are stil in Breda pri- 
son. 


Far more than the other three, 
the name of has been a sym- 
bol of Nazi cruelty in Holland 
Twice the mercy shown to him led 
to strong mass protests, once when 
in 1952 his death ce wes 
changed into one of life imprison- 
ment, and once in 1966, when he 
was temporarily released. Dr. Sam- 
kalden, as Minister of Justice then, 
also came under strong attack be- 
cause he, though himself of Jew- 
ish origin, had been of the opinion 
that the continuation of the sen- 
tence in the sight of death 
“was no longer meaningful.”

Dermatologist 
Lawless dies 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
R. Theodore K. Lawless, wo 
died In Chicago on May 1, was 
a world-famous dermatologist, phil- 
anthropist, and a deeply devoted 
friend of Israel. 

Dr. Lawless, who died at the age 
of 78, at the Michael Reese Hos- 
pital, was a Negro with a many- 
sided personality and far-flung in- 
terests. He did not believe in ‘“ge- 
miuses or in child prodigies": he 
did believe in the “average student 
groperly motivated.” He also belev- 
ed in helping students financtally 
and he was a leading spirit behind 
the summer science camp at the 
Weizmann Institute. The dermato- 
logy clinic at Beilinson Hospital 
bears his name. 

One of his favourite pastimes 
was professional football; another 
was fishing and hunting — but, as 
he himself frequently admitted, “T 
generally manage to miss the ant- 
mal I am aiming at." 

Maimonides’ treatise 

He also helped finance a trans- 
Jation Into English of Maimonides’ 
treatise on asthma, and he found 
the description of the disease “sur- 
prisingly accurate." 

He visited Israel several times 
and took 8. personal interest in fts 
development and growth, He  on- 
tributed to the Jewish National Fund. 

Born on December 8, 1892, on a 
farm near Thibodaux, La., he was 
the eldest son of the Reverend Al- 
fred and Harriet Lawless. He took 
his medical degree at North-West- 
ern University in 1919, and then 
took advanced study at Columbia 
‘University, Massachusetts General 
Hospital, Harvard Medical School: 
St. Louls Hospital (Parts), the Pa- 
thological Insitute of Freiburg (Ger- 
many), the Kaiser Joseph Hospital 
(Vienna), and various clinics in 
Switzerland ‘and other European 
medical centres. 


He returned to Chicago to prac- 
tise while continuing his research 
at Northwestern Univeraity. 

During World War I and the Ko- 
rean war he refused to take a fee 
from any ‘sefviceman*in uniform. 

He was ἃ staunch member of the 
Congregational church: he was just 
85 staunch a Zionist. His passing 
will be deeply felt by his many 
friends in Israel.

the techniques of storing 
water in rock deep undergronnd.

THE bulk of water eniering the 

ground, from rain or other pre- 
clpitaticn, sinks until it reaches a 
level where the rock or soil is al- 
ready saturated. This level, termed 
the “water tabie,";varies in spaze 
and time depending on local fac- 
tors — climate, amount of rainfall, 
type of underlying rock, amount of 
groundwater abstraction, time of 
year and 50 On. 

In general, rocks cap be divided 
into two categorles with respect to 
the ease with which they transmit 
water. Rocks which trausmit water 
fairly efficiently are known as equi- 
fers (water-bearing rocks), those 
which preclude the transmission of 
water are aquicludes, For example, 
8. porous sandstone or chalk often 
makes 8. good aquifer, whereas clays 
are usually agquicludes. 

Tf an aquifer is at some desth 
and sandwiched between imperme- 
able strata (a “confined” aquifer) 
It cannot have a water table as it 
will probably be completely satura- 
ted with water. The pressure tn 
the aquifer will, however, cause the 
water to rise up a tube inserted in 
the aquifer to what 18 known as the 
“piezometric level" — again depen- 
dent on local wariables. In some ca- 
ses, the water pressure (or “pres- 
‘sure heai") in a confined aquifer 
can be such as to cause water to 
flow to the surface if a borehole is 
drilled —this is the “artesian” well. 

To be of use for public supply. an 
aguifer normally has to be several 
hundred square kilometres in extent. 
But the volume of water which 
can be stored in even a small aqui- 
fer is substantially more thanina 
surface reservolr and an underground 
storage scheme may well not require 
the vast capital investment of an 
impounding wall and associated 
works, 

Among other advantages over con- 
wentional surface storage are that 
it shows more constant chemical ani 
physical properties than surface 
water and requires little chemical 
treatment. Much‘ of the pumping 
equipment canbe underground; and 
the large areal extent of an aquifer 
often means groundwater can be 
pumped in the place where it Js re- 
quired. ; 

Among polnts in favour of surface 
storage are that there is an imme- 
diately available and measurable 
quantity of water impounded; that 
the quality of underground water 
varies according to the aquifer (much 
groundwater is hard as a result of 
the widespread Mmestone, chalk and 
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limy sandstone aquifers); ¢ 
reservoirs often bring new ameni- 
tes, such as yachting, angling and 
‘tourism, to wheat may be 2 neglect- 
ed area,” ” : 
The main alm of any type of water 
storage ds the same, to conserve 
water and to increase the cost-ef- 
fectiveness of ithe ‘capital installa- 
tions by utilising the availabie water 
to the full. ahs 
Conventional reservolr storage 
does not facilitate extensive re-use 
of water since post-use treatment 
would be expensive, as would pum- 
ping it te another storage - area.

Yorkers, appeared to put up with 
police graft. 

Policemen “on the take" in minor 
ways, like persuading shopkeepers 
to hand over small amounts of 
money, have long been tolerated be- 
cause their talents in fighting 
serlous crime were considered more 
important. 

Commissioner Murphy got his job 
only last October 9, after his pre- 
decessor Howard Leary quit ab- 
ruptly without explanation, Obser- 
vers speculated that he was upset 
over ‘New York Mayor John V. 
Lindsay approving the setting up 
of the Knapp Commission of Inquiry 
into the force. 

Among the five police officers 
promoted by Commissioner Murphy 
was Frank Serpico, previously 
passed over by Mr. Leary despite 
his outstanding undercover work iin 
exposing a corrupt officer three 
years ago. The prosecutor then had 
strongly recommended that Serpico, 
30, should be rewarded.

means what he says in demanding 
an end to graft. He said it was 
the policeman's moral and legal ob- 
ligation “to take action when he 
knows or suspects that another of- 
ficer has compromised his prin- 
ciples. This type of courage is 
the highest form of loyalty to his 
fellow officers, and we must make 
that fact unmistakenly clear," the 
police chief's memo said. 

It is no secret that many honest 
Police officers refuse to “squeal” 
on a feliow policeman believed to 
be corrupt. Mr. Serpico, for violat- 
ing this unwritten code, has long 
been criticised by other policemen. 
He said he had been urged many 
times to ignore some ing and 
when he refused was told, “You're 
not one of us, are you?” 

Mr. Serpico, with iong hair and 
bushy beard, is the son of Italian 
immigrants. When he was shot in 
the face three months ago while 
arrestiog a heroin dealer, he re- 
celved a “Get well” card which 
said “happy relapse.”

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The comments of Yaakov 
Ardon on my letter about building 
in Golan (May 9) contain a fac- 
tual mistake. Kibbutz Ein Zivan, 
near Kuneitra, has lived in pre- 
fabricated housing since 1968-89. 
Tt is only now that conventional 
concrete houses are being built 
there, as part of the extension of 
the kibbutz. Similarly Kibbutz Hin 
Bavar, whose first garin is shortly 
to go on settlement, is going to be 
housed in prefabs. 

In this latter case, it was also 
the time factor which was decisive 
in choosing this type of building. 
(However, here too the combination of 
winter and the contractor dragging 
hig feet are responsible for the de- 
lay in completing the project. As I 
have mentioned in my previous 
letter, the Ministry of Housing 
ean do little, except apply moral 1, 
pressure on the sontractor.

THE HAPPY MISFIT 


J TOO am an immigrant from 
England, a poet and a journalist 
writing on immigrant affairs. Like 
Karen Gershon, I passed through a 
holocaust, not that of Nazi Germany 
but an emotional and spiritual holo- 
caust, which was one of the reasons 
why I came to Israel. 


I never sensed a barrier between 
myself and Israelis. In fact it was 
in Israel. that the barriers between 
me and other human beings were 
“broken. In England I was desperate- 
ly lonely and inhibited and met 
with sheer indifference from the 
clubs and synagogues and sleek Rab- 
bis throvgh whose means Ὁ tried 
to make contact with life. 


Seeking some way out, I tried an 
ulpan in Netanya, mot necessarily 
Meaning to immigrate but to learn 
Hebrew as a tool for synagogue 
work... I walked through the streets 
of Netanya and for the first time 
1 did not feel anonymous, Passers- 
by asked me my business as a new 
immigrant. A restaurant proprietor 
offered to help me learn Hebrew. 
For the first time I could speak 
to human beings, not zombies, ag in 
malddle-class Anglo-Jewry.
